Saturday lo fill a gaping hole In the Hlnh

ClilTord Montgomery, manager of the 
Twin Falls Canal Co., said crews would 
stay on the Job until It was completed 
" "unless we give out first." If the work was 
completed Saturday niglil, farmers bglow 
tlic break would have irrigation water 
- hack In their ditches by Monday. 

Water was ordered restored at Mllner ■ 
Dam obout 8:30'a.m. Saturday so It would 
be on lis way without delay once the repair 

was made. ] 

The bank of the't^adal washed out about 
11:50 o.m. Thursday sending 1,^00 second 
feet of water spilling inlo adjoining 
pastures. 

Water, was shut out of the canal and 
diverted Into McMullon Creek. Dry Creek, 
and the Snake .River via a spiU-polnl. 
northeast of Hansen. Some of the water 
was diverted to the I^w I.lnc Canal at a 
point south of Hansen although It was 
"^running at near capacity when the Hlgli 
■ Linebreakoccurrcd, 

Tlic majority ol the water went Into 
Rock Creek as It did fbUowlns a larger and 
more damoglns May 12 break. 
Four t rucks a nd one loader were loaned .. 
— byl^orthsiae Canol'CoTlO'WiSrrwitlrihC- 
tlirec regular dump trucks and three lO- 
-wtiool units of tlio Twin Falls Canal Co. In 
addition to the 10 trucks, two draglines and -

In the May 12 break, dirt for repair was 
available almost beside the' damaged 
bank. Saturday trucks were loading the 
dirt about three miles from the break and 
hauling it In via a road througji tlic Harold 
Hoshaw farm to the south side of the canal 
atthcbrcach, ■ r '■ 

AHhougti no estimate of the amount of 
fill to be used was available, truck drivers 
said they had been hauling a load about 
every halt-hour which would bo 20 loads an 
tiour with the smallest loads being about 
live cubic yards each. 

Dirt was taken from Bureau of Land 
Management land Just west of the Rock 
Creek community on Ihe "foot hlU" road. 

When the break occurred, Montgomery 
said, the water waa Immediately diverted 
from the ruptured High I.lne Canal, Into 
Snake River at a spill point obovc the 
break. McMuUcn creek near llie break, 
Dry Crock and Rock Creek. 

He said the closest diversion point was 
used In both Uie Thursdoy and Ihe May 12

The Knothole league for many years 
went through the ninth grade — or the last 
year a player >va& eligible was before he 
began his sophomore year.

— and 15 or more to a team — would 
dwindle to two or three as an entity In the 

' Knothole "major" league. And there were 
further dlshcartcnmcnls In lhat program 
because the icams remained as entities.

(UPI) - A federal Judge Friday 
sentenced a former USiA employee and his Vietnamese 
colleague to 15 years in Jail for'csplonage In giving classified 
documents to North Vietnamese officials after the Vietnam 
War. 

Judge Albert V. Bryan Jr. pronounced sentence oh Ronald 
Humphrey and David Truong. the son of an unsuccessful South 
Vietnamese presidential candidate. They could. have received 
life terms. 

In an emotional appeal before sentence was passed. 
Humphrey, 42, a former employee of the United Slates 
Information Agency, pleaded for mercy.

There must lie enough 
evidence to get a conviction against the 
person who will be charged With the crime. 
Shooting first and tlien going out and 
trying lo get Ihe necessary evidence later 
is -wrong; and Ihc prosecutor must 1«; 
strong enough lo keep the principles of 



justice in proper perspective. And where 
the case justHics say. "I will not prosecute 
l)eeause tliere is not enough evidence," 

The formal part of the prosecutor's 
duties are completed upon conviction of 
the person charged wiUi a crime. Punlsh- 
menl'ls In the hands of the judge and the 
^ convicted person then comes under the 
Jurisdiction of the Department of 
-Correct lims if there Is a prison sentence, or — 
the Probation Department, if probation Is 
granted, or possibly a volunteer counsel- 
ing service. It Is not the prosecutor's office 
function to get directly involved with 
rchubililiitlon problems, even though It 
looks great on paper, Itehabllllatlon tasks 
iKlong lo the Probation Department and lo 
the volunteer counsellngserviccs.

QUESTION: Wlial do we mean by that word ■•lien." 
when we are Inlkini; about a mechanic's lien ur a laliur 
lien? 

ANSWER: A Hen Is a charge against the property, 
whereby the' property Is mndo' the security for the 
payment of a debt. In 'other words, a worJonon or a 
material supplier claims that he has never been paid for 
the work or materials delivered on the property, and 
wants his money and thus attaches his "lien" against the 
pnqKTty until he releases It, or It is released by the 
' court, or the property Is sold to satisfy the debt. 

QUESTION: If 1 can show receipts where I have paid 
the contractor for this ser\-lcit or these materials, 
wouldn't that have a priority over his claim? 

ANSWER; Not necessarily. II migJit be somethlnK of n 
defense, but If the prime contractor did not pay for the 
materials that doesn't absolve you for the debt 
rcsponalbtllly and you might very well end up pnyingthe 
same bill iwtcc. 

.QUBSl^ON: How lonK does our properly stny 
vulnerable to these illtacds from various sub- 
conlraclti. s. laborers, and matorinl suppliers? 

ANS'''i.il: Under Idaho law, it appears that the labor 
or material lien can be filed up to GO days after the work 
has inxn doiic or the mnlerials have iMbcn delivered to 
the property. From a practical standpohit — it will 
probably work out to be GO days alter the completion ol 
the ]ob because the various material and sub- 
contractors can probobly make some claim to the fact 
that they were Bcttially working on the property until It 
was completed. The prime contractor, however, has-DO 
days after the completion of tho property to file hlsllcn. 

QUESTION: What happens when the owner acts as" his , 
ownconlructor? 

ANSWER: If the owner acts as his own contractor — . 
what he has done in effect Is make all subcontractors 
equal to behig "prime contractors." This means that all 
of the sub-contractors now have up to 90 days up to the 
completion of the property to file their lien against the 
property. 

QUESTION: I have a "lien watvcr" sl|!ned by the 
sub-dontntctor sliowijij; his hill was pnldrcan he slili 
altacli my properly? 
ANSWER: He certahily can. If he never received any 
■ money. Many subcontractors will sign' lien waivers as 
an Inducement to get the money. T>T3icaUy, 11 works this 
- the prime contrac t or snvs "we'll hnvr yourrhi^k 



for you next week but the lender needs these lien waivers 
signed before he will disburse the money" thus, he signs 
it hi anticipation of gctllnghls money — but Inasmuch as 
there was no scluid consideration or pay to this sub- 
contractor this lien walvcrb probably not valid. 

QUESTION; What about the lenders? They've been 
advaiidnu the money or put a murl(;ai;e or Deed q( Trust 
on the place. Won't they have to pay some of lliwe 
"5Ubs" to protect some of their rl);hls and inlerests? 

ANSWER: Don't worry about the. lenders, they've 
tdcca good care ol IbcmKlvcs. Most lenders automat- 
icidiyiue amnrtgage or'a Deed of Ttust on the property 
ahead of any construction that lakes place. Tbey do this 
60 that tbey con malntahi a priority ahead of everybody 
else. Tlius, If there la n subsequent foreclosure under the 
lien laws, then they stand In first position and all 
foreclosures are subject to their inlercsla. 

Incidentally, If the lender falls to put his mortgage of 
record before the actual construction on the property 
starts — and this means any construction Including 
stoking out the lot — he loses his priority protection. 
That's why most lenders won't, even let you stick a 
shovel In the ground or deliver a single board to the site 
utitll after the title company has made Its Inspection and 
has Insured the lender that he has top priority against 
everybody nnd cveryihlng. 

QUESTION; OK. so we have ;i li^n allarlicii in uur 
properly, Wlial can lietlii willi it i[ IIiiti' is a liii; inair' 

ANSWER: Very simple. Dig'lojui or not, he can start 
on action to foreclose the Hen and most do so within six 
months of the filing of the lien. If there Is no difficulty or 
argument about it. he can probobly Rct a JudKmcnt' 
against you In 20 to 30 days of time and Uio :iieHlf will 

jirobably then sell the property to the hlKhcsl bidder. Of 

course, on argument over Uic litn — whether he has any 
rights In It — can drag this out mucht longer, but 
nevertheless, you'll hove a lot of expenses. ^ ' 

If you've got a legitimate story, you might possibly 
, beat the case. However, don't forget, tlie mere fact that 
you paid the prime contractor Is not much protection 
against the people who did not receive the money they 
bad coming and tbey still will probably try to collect. 
JbaL's how you cod up paying twice for the same house. 

QUESTION: Can one creditor ftet ahead of atiolher mi 
filing ttrcHC liens on the property? 

ANSWER: Yea, sometimes. This, of course, Is a 
matter for adjudication and the courts will usually 
, consider all sorts of factors In coililnn to aome equitable 
conclusion. However, uiiUMlly the fellow who docs the 
work llrft has i;t»mc .yirt «f priority and gi-nerally the 
labor liens linvc a priority over the niuti.Tlnl liens, but 
this Is also subject to .idjudicutlon. 

QUESTION: 1( the ii-titier ran get a tlli<- poiley Ui 
protect himseK ;i|iain.st IIu-m; lieii.s and tiiive pri«rily 
over everybody else, wttv cin't I as u purchaser buy the

ANSWER; Sorry, you're out there. Title companies 
, will not Insure the owict against liens. They will Insure .

- you pay that foe also. But title 'insurance Is not designed 
to give this protection to an owner.

SUN VALLEY — The biggest shoi^'down in 
western history hasn't j-et occurred., for this- 
particular lilgh-noon, when western states fight 
11 out lor definitive water -rights on western 
rivcrs.lsjustnroundlhccomer; ■ 

It won't be n showdown wlth:drawn guns, as in 
the doyv of the Old West. The weaponry of the 
west today is "politics and power" 

Authorities on wcslem-walcr rights agreed 
Wednesday at tho Writer and the West 
canfcrencc In Sun Valley that Just "who owns the 
rain" l-S stlU .in unsettled tiucstlon, 

But they all noted a major showdown Is soon to 
come as the West Is continually being developed 
ri—and-a-morolorium-on-lnlertasli^lronsfers-of - 
- water to western states from Its major rivers 
will end this year. 

The Idaho Almanac lists water as the number 
one resource In the history and development of 
Idaho and Its economy. Tho same Is true of other 
western states and .authorities say a battle Is 
brewing In which the upper western state; such 
as Colorado and Idaho, where the major rivers 
originate, will try to protect their future water 
rights from stalcs-sucli as. California and 
Arizona that want the water nnw; 

Tho West has a long history of disputes over 
water rights. One of the topics discussed at 
Wednesday's conference meetings was the 
award-winning movie, "Chinatown," which, 
depicts real events In California during the early^ 
1920s when a (a].w water shortage was created to' 
gain -suppoil for a water project planned liy 
ptolitccrs. i - - - 



Water Is Just as valuable to the West today and 
' theflghtlsstlllontoconlrollt, 

Grace Llchtenslcln, a New York Times writer 
who has specialized In western water rights, 
observed that the "truest cliche" she, has ever 
heard about western water glibly states: "Water 
usually flows down hlU, except when 11 llovi-s 
uphill towards money." 

Llcbtensteln and others noted tho battle tor 
western water Is a complicated stnigglc, as 
agriculture, cnergv concerns, recreation In- 
dustries, Indians and every western state tight 
for Individual water rights. 

Despite President Carter's "hit list" on 
federal dams,- Lichtca'itcln said in her mind 
"there's no question that the arid West will want 
more dams," Bui slie noted the larger question is 
whether continued large scale growth Is desira- 
ble. 

The Times writer suggested western states 
need to take n hard loqk at who gets ttie water 
and she added that water, like electricity, should 
be metered in the Wc^^l. 

She also said thV' Colorado Compact, an 
agreemcnt-lhnt-gives water Tiglils and estahll- 
'.shes allocation limits to western- states on the 
Colorado illver, needs to be renegotiated. Tlie 
compact was based on abnormally high flow 
ligures. she noted; "and unrealistic allocallons 
were handed out to major agricultural states. ■ 

Llchtcnstcin said that until these hard-line 
evaluations are made in the West, no more dams 
should be built. 

She said "if they (water use evaiuallons) 
■ aren't done, llio West is going to be damned," ._ _

In Zwcllcrs studio, on ttic wall opposite 
his O..I. Simpson poster, a small blackbo- 
ard hangs.

As Willi most rock bands (but few 
country acts) vlrluallyi all Uie singing, 
songwrltlng and instrumentation are done 
witliin the band. And until , his recent 
departure from the group, lead Ruilarlst 
Barry "Byrd" Burton also served as tlie 
Aces' producer and recording engineer. 

The Memphis-based Aces arc part or the 
new breed of country talent — n breed that 
W.1S raised nn Southern music, yet 
strongly Influenced by the "group" 
philosophy of the GO.s. when the Beatles 
changed the course of pop music by 
proving thai not only can working with a 
group of friends \k more tun. but 11 can

^Grease': 1950s Musical movie fantasy

NEW YORK — "Grease," Uie film 
version of Uie running Broadway musical 
sliow, is not really Uio 1350s tecn-agc 
niovic II thinks it Is, but a contemporary 
fantasy about n 13Ms tccn-Oge movIe 
mu.sical — a larger, funnier, wlUlor and 
more Imaglnatlvc-than-Hollywood movie 
wiUi a lite Uiat Is all its own. It uses the 
Eisenhower era — the characters, cos- 
tumes, gestures and, particularly, the 
miLslc — to create a time and place Uiat 
iiavc less to do with any real '50s than wlUi 
a kind of sliow business that Is both 
timeless and oldfnshloncd, both sen- 
timental and wise. The movie Is also 
terrific fun. 

Because I seem to be one of Uic tew 
persons who has never seen Uie Broadway 
show, I'm not sure how the movie differs 
(rom'uie original, yet It's apparent Uint UiC 
f Urn's score, which Is one of Uic best Uilngs 
about Uic production, has been Ilbcrnliy 



supplemented by new material and new- 
old material. Including "Love Is a Many 
Splcndorcd "nilng," which has never 
before sounded so marvelously, soaringly 
Insane. ' . 

Somewhat In Uio manner of "Close 
* Encounters of Uio Third Kind," Which 
recalls the science-fiction films ot the '50s , 
in a manner more elegant and more 
l>enign than anyUiing that was ever made 
Uien. "Grease" js a multimillion-dollar 
evocation of Uic picture quickies Uint Sam 
Kotzman used to turn out In the '50s 
("Don't Knock the Rock," 1357) and Uiat 
American International carried to Uic sea 
lnUic("BcachParty."l963). 
. The gang at old Rydcll High, which Is Uio 
universe ot "Grease," Is unlike any high 
school class you've ever seen except in Uic 
movies. For one Uilng, Uiey're all raUicr 
long In Uic tooUi to be playing kids who'd 
hang around malt shops. For anoUicr. Uicy 
are loaded wlUi Uio kind of tnlcnt and 
exuberance you don't often find very far 



from u'-muElc.il stage. They not only 
portray characters but effectively make 
comments on them.' 

Olivia Newton-John. Uie recording star 
in her American film debut, is simulta- 
neously very funny and utterly charming 
as Uie film's ingenue, a demure virginal 
Sandra Dec-type. She possesses true 
screen presence as well as a sweet voice. 

John Travolta, as Miss Newton-John's 
■rostar. a nol-so-malevolent gang-leader. Is 
tjctter than he was in "Saturday Night 
Fever." I'm still not sure If he's a great 
actor, but he's a fine performer with the 
kind of energy and humor that arc brought 
■ to life by Uie musical numbers. 

Stockard Channing. as Uie high school's 
tramp who has a dirty mouUi and a heart 
of gold, would stop the show twice, once 
with a nasty put-on ot poor Olivia ("Look 
at Me. I'm Sandra Dec") and anoUier 
. when she attempts, in song, to explain why 
it's more honorable to be loose Uian 
untight ("There Arc Worse Things 1 Could 
Suftday. 



Tho. film's producers, Robert SUgwood . 
and Allen Carr, and director. Rondel 
Klelscr, have supplomcnled Uie cast oi 
comporatlvc youngsters with a *holo 
crowd of actors we associate wlUi Uic 50s. 
and who seem here to have survived wiUi 
barely a visible dent. 

Eve Arden, a fixture ot Uie '50s as Our.

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Tips on watering African violets

Violcl fanciers use Ihree mctliods lor 
walcririK their plnnts:-(l) AppIyinRil from 

'liip and bottom'. <2) UsInR cnpUlary mats 
and (3) UsinR wicks. Capillary mats arc 
iuifl mats that arc kept dump, and pots arc 
placed on these. You wntqr the mots about ' 
once a week and these help keep your 
plants cool durlnR the summer. Tliey also 
help maintain humidity around the plants. 
Many believe these mats are Uic answer 
lo carefree violets and have a real 
advantaRc over wicks In pots. You don't 
have to fuss with filling and cleaning 
numerous pots and jars. 

Still many (powers prefer to use wicks 
lur watering. Wicks can be mode of nylon 
or acrylic yam. Do not use Orion or wool 
as they rot very fast. Nylon stockings and 
panty hose can be cut very thin — just n 
few threads each In diameter. It's amaz- 
ing to find how thin the wicks should be to 
conduct a large amount of water. If the 
wicks are too thick you're npt to Invite rot . 
Cut tht: wicks just long enough to make one 
circle in the tiottom of the pot, plus enough' 
k niilli lo reach the bottom of the reservoir 
container. You Uiread the wick into'a hole 
in ttic bottom, before planting Uic plant.

Shelves should be washed from 
time to time. Used soil should either be 
discarded or pasteurized at 180 degrees for 
one-half hour. Isolate all new plants for 4 
. weeks. Also he cautious of plants and cut 
flowers broui^t'fai from outdoors. Pests 
can also come In open windows, by way of 
tlic family dog or cat or by your own hands 
and clothing. 

WOODASHES 
If you're cleaning out the flreplacc, save 
your wood ashcsl They (Witafn all the ■ 
mineral elements found In thc original 
wood, including lime and potash. They 
also contain about 2 percent phosphorus, 
the nutrient that stimulates growth and 
root formation. Don't use wood ashes on 
soils for potatoes, and keep them away 
from acid-loving plants such .as blueber- 
rlca,.iD2fflea8 and rhododendrons. You can 
scatter Ibcm along the rows of your 
vegetables to discourage snails. 



QUESTION OF WEEK 
B.D.'0( Alameda: "Please tell me what 
causes the needles of our Japanese Yews 
to shed, especially those In the middle. 
They are yellow and drap as soon as you 
toucbabudi." 

It's natural for a noi^al yew (Taxus) to 
shed some needles this time of ycor. The 
needles are yellowish and drop from the 
"cciitcfof^thc-piant— If -the-iiccdlcs-iirc_ 
yellow or brown all over the plant, then 
look for poor drainage or too much water. 
■ '.Tapaiie5C-Yew&-aro.vcEyjeiisUiyejo^^ret_ 
feet" and if water stands around the roots 




for 3G hours, it con kill the plant* by 
suffocation. 

If the soli is a heavy clay, yews should bc- 
planted in a raised bed or mound. Also, Uic 
soil should be mUcd with pcrllte and 
peatmoss to encouraRc drainage. Yews 
never succeed if planted near a down spoul 
or areas where water may stand. 
■ In case you've wondered, Uic sexes of 
Yew flowers arc separate. That is, Uiere ' 
are male and female plants. Some plants 
produce only the female flowers wltli 
■abundant red. fleshy berries in Uie fall. 
The mole plants do not produce any trulls. 
Frequent pests ot Yews are scdJe and 
mealy bugs. Spray wiUi malathion In May. 
and again in August lo catch Uic late- 
hnlehlng broods. 

R,F. ol King Hill: "Every year our 
cabbage and related crops get a worm ttiat 
oats boles In the leaves. They've started 
already. Wtaateanthlsbe?" 

Sounds like the Imported cabbage worm 
and the cabbage looper. These caterpillars 
feed on cabbage, broceoli, brusscls 
sprouts and cnuliflower. When you sec a 
sulfur- butterfly around your plants, il 
means you shoujd start dusting plants or 
spraying Immediately. Sevin kills them. 
Also Dipcl, a biological control that kills 
all forms of lepldoptcrs (butterfly family). 
' Aplilds arc a serious pest In summer, and 
can be controlled ' with molathton or 
nicotine sulfate.
